THE LOSS OF THE BRITISH THREE- 

MASTED SOHOONER ‘ BETA,’ 

Finding of 2 Nayal Court held at Amoy 
onthe 24th October; 1884, to onquire into 
the luas ofthe British three-masted schooner 
Beta, on the Coast of Formosa, 

The Beta was a sailing vessel, schooner 
rigged, of 314 tons registered tonnago, off- 
cial Numbor 80,924, ‘built ‘at- Prince. Ed- 
ward'sisiand in 1880, and belonging to the 
port of Shanghai. * ‘ 
- . Tt appears from the evidence given before 
this Cuurt that sho sailed from Takao on the 
16th September, 1884, bound. for-Yokohama 
witha. cargo of. 9,000 bags of sugar aud a. 
crew of 8 hands all told. 

That sho had fine woather -with ‘light 
winds. on. leaving,: and until the 18th 
September when she encountered a fresh 
broczo, N. E. to N. On the 19th September’ 
she tncotintered 2 strong breeze and heavy 
awell from N. E.. ‘The position at noon on 
tho 10th was Lat, 24.24,, Longitude 119.23 
Ez. 


“, On the:afternoon. of the:19th September, 
about 4 o'clock, all light sails were taken, in; 
at'8 pM. the’ main.and: mizen. sails were 
reefed and upper ‘topsails and’ middle stay- 
sails takon-in; about 10.45 Pp, mM, she struck 
onasand bank close to Formos West Cuast.
